“AN ARTISTS’ GATE TO CENTRAL PARK” 


The original plan of Central Park was laid out by Olmstead 
& Vaux, wel!-known architects of the middle of the last century. 
They designated the gates at the various entrances by specific 
names and the one at the entrance to the park at Sixth Avenue 
and Fifty-ninth Street, called the ‘Artists’ Gate,” is the subject 
of this competition. 


The two principal gate posts are to be commemorative to 
O'mstead & Vaux, respectively. Twenty-two feet are required 
between the posts for the roadway for vehicular traffic, and the 
size of the openings for pedestrians on either side is left to the 
competitor, but the whole composition of the gateway itself shall 
not exceed sixty feet. Metal gates are required for the openings. 


The entire composition should bear witness, by virtue of its 
good taste, sobriety, and decorative charm, to the fact that it 
is representative of the Fine Arts and the importance that is 
rightfully theirs in the civic development of New York. 


The arrangement of the driveway, etc., as it exists at present 
at this location may be disregarded.

CLASS “A” IV ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 


“A MARQUISE AND DISPLAY SIGN OF A 
THEATRE” 


In the design of a theatre the marquise and display sign 
have come to dominate the design of the facade. There are two 
types of electric display signs, either the vertical sign which 
can projet five feet from the building and can be as high as the 
building or the “V” shaped sign, the base of which may be 
the width of the building with the peak projecting not over four 
feet. The marquise can be seventy-five per cent of the length 
of the facade and project the width of the sidewalk. 


This. problem is the design of such a marquise and display 
sign. The building is three stories, the first floor to contain the 
lobby and the box office, and the second and third floors the 
offices of the theatre. It is to be placed on an inside lot with 
a frontage of 150 feet. ‘Twelve feet must be taken off each 
side for exits and fire escapes. The principal entrance is to be 
covered by the marquise and display sign. Bronze, wrought 
iron, cast iron or any material may be used. The electric sign 
should project so that it may be easily read from the approaches.
